FREDERICK.— Approximately 65,- 
000 dairy cows in 
Maryland 
have 
been tested 
and 
found free 
from 
tuberculosis. This announcement was 
made by Jam es G. George, director of 
S tate Live Stock Service. These coves 
were from herds in every county of 
the State. 
In some instances tests 
were repeated. 
This leaves about 
160.000 dairy cows yet to be tested, 
Mr. George said: Ineluding beef ani­ 
mals there are 
now approximately 
294.000 cattle in the State. “Ten per 
cent of all the cowrs this departm ent 
has examined,” Mr. George said, “are 
tubercular.” 
On this basis 16,000 of 
the remaining 160,000 untested dairy 
cows would prove tubercular on ex­ 
amination. 
“To indemnify 
owners 
against loss when their cattle are con­ 
demned the lasT Legislature appro­ 
priated $125,000. 
A condemned cow 
costs the State about $21. 
The Gov­ 
ernm ent, however, puts up an equal 
aum with the State for the purpose of 
testing cattle and indemnifying own­ 
ers of condemned animals.”
